And, nota few, are found whoſo much wrong 
Gods Gratiouſneſſe, as if their thinkings were, 
That (ſceing he deferres his Indgementslong) 

His Yeneeance, he, for ever,would forbeare: 

Bur, ſuchas theſe may ſee wherein they faile, 
And, what would fitter be for them todoe, 

If they would contemplate the flow-pac'd Snailc ; 
Or, this our Htereghyphicke looke into : 

For, thence we learne, that Perſeverance brings 
Large Workes to end, though ſlowly they creepeon ; 
Aad, chat Continuance pertetts many things, 

Which ſeeme, at firſt, unlikely to be done. 

It warnes, likewiſe, that ſome Afarres require 
More Hezed then Haſte : And that the Courſe we take, 
Should ſuite as wcll our Strength, as our Deſire , 

Ele (as our Proverbe ſaith) Haſte, Waſte may make, 
And, ina Myſticke-ſenſe, it ſeemes to preach
